Hard times hit town 

The economic crunch has hit the Town of Didsbury, 
which recently laid off two employees. 

The move is a cost-saving measure in t he wake of a 
slowdown in development, said Mayor Brian Wittal, 
adding that the town examined how it could make maxi¬ 
mum use of its staff. 

“Unfortunately, part of that was looking how we could 
reduce costs and where we could do it where it would 
have the least impact on services to our residents. 

“We have to be cognizant of the spending of the tax dol¬ 
lars. If there’s ways to reduce and save you have to look at 
that.” 

The move will save the town about $(><),(MX) this year and 
$80,000 next year. 

However, Wittal said he is optimistic that there will be 
some growth and a slow turnaround in development over 
the course of the year. 

Natural corridor transition to con¬ 
tinue 

Council decided to maintain the Southridge Valley Park, 
which is being transitioned into a natural green space, at 
piirtial maintenance standards. 

Several neighbouring residents have contacted the town 
in opposition to the transition, which has now gone 
through one complete season. 

The path of the creek bed that runs through the valley 
makes full maintenance somewhat difficult, indicated 
Manager of Parks and Recreation Byron Sayer in his writ¬ 
ten request to council. 

Full maintenance of the park costs the town approxi¬ 
mately $4,320. Costs for partial maintenance are estimat¬ 
ed at about 10 to 15 per cent of that. 

“The c ost to appease eight people is rather high,” noted 
councillor Ernie Ryckman. 

Company of record named 

Council has appointed ISL Engineering of Red Deer as 
its ‘company of record’ for projects as of May 1. 

CAO Roy Brown stressed that the arrangement is not a 
binding contract on either party. 

“1 recommend that we go back every three or four years 
to make sure we get value for the money we pay,” he said.

Town of Didsbury offi¬ 
cials and area doctors met 
with Alberta Health 
Services recently to dis¬ 
cuss the ongoing assess¬ 
ment of rural hospitals 
and the future of the 
Didsbury Hospital. 

“We had some good dis¬ 
cussion around the 
Didsbury Hospital and 
what some of the potential 
for the hospital,” said 
mayor Brian Wittal of the 
meeting with Dr. Val 
Congden of AHS. 

Unlike hospitals in 
Calgary the local facility 
still has space, which 
could create different 
opportunities. 

One of the things that 
was talked about was...to 
see if maybe there are 
some internal medicine 
specialists that would be 
willing to do a clinic out 
here a couple of days a 
week,” said Wittal, adding 
that Dr. Congden is aware 
of the importance of the 
hospital to this area. 

“She’s always felt that 
we provide a valuable 
service at this hospital,” 
said Wittal. 

The importance of 
Didsbury’s emergency 
ward was also stressed at 
the meeting. 

“Based on the numbers,

we have a quite a busy lit¬ 
tle emergency ward, but 
we are drawing quite a 
number of individuals 
from North Calgary and 
the Airdrie area up to us, 
which I think is a good 
thing,” said Wittal. People 
realize that the distance to 
travel isn’t a lot greater 
but the time waiting in the 
emergency room is a lot 
less, possibly.” 

Alberta Health Services 
is currently undertaking a 
study to determine how 
best to utilize the various 
rural hospitals. 

In part because of the 
complexity of integrating 


the health regions, includ¬ 
ing the merging of 
Emergency Medical 

Services (EMS) into 
Alberta Health, the results 
of that study are not 
expected to be released 
for some time, noted 
Wittal, adding that an 
emergency room would 
allow for more effective 
EMS care. 

“In order for them to 
maximize what some of 
the EMS workers can do, 
they need a facility to 
work out of,” he said. “You 
need rural hospitals that 
have emergency wards 
open for that to happen.” 


Wittal stressed that no 
decisions regarding the 
hospital’s future have yet 
been made. 

“There’s been no deter¬ 
mination made as to 
what’s going to happen. 
There won’t be until they 
are able to study all these 
things,” he said. 

“It’s going to be well into 
summer before we get 
anywhere near an evalua¬ 
tion or anything that’s 
complete." 

“At the end of the day, if 
we can continue to oper¬ 
ate our emergency servic¬ 
es out of [the hospital], I’ll 
be happy.” 
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Schools in phase four of pandemic plan 

Focus on preventing spread of H1N1

As officials with the Chinook's Edge 
School Division monitor the spread of 
the H1N1 Influenza A virus (a.k.a. the 
‘swine flu’), their focus remains on 
establishing preventative measures. 

“We are watching what the World 
Health Organization , as well as our own 
government, does," explained Jim 
Gibbons, superintendent of schools with 
the division. 

Chinook’s Edge has moved into phase 
four of six of its pandemic plan, which 
means schools are reviewing their indi¬ 
vidual pandemic plans, monitoring sick¬ 
ness within their own schools and ensur¬ 
ing isolation rooms are available if the 
division moves into phases five and six. 

“We sent information home with par¬ 


ents (and) we will have a meeting witli 
our staff," said Didsbury High School 
principal Garth Dagg. “We go through 
steps to make sure 
that first of all, our 
staff are aware of how 
we’ll handle it ,f it 
goes to stage four.” 

Although the divi¬ 
sion has now restrict¬ 
ed all travel to Mexico, 
a trip by the DHS 
cross-country team to 
a meet in Spokane, 

Washington May 1-4 
went ahead as 
planned. 

“The risk for those going to Spokane 
(was) minimal,” said Dagg, noting that 
the small group travelled by bus to the 
event and thus didn’t pass through any 


airports. 

“If there are more outbreaks, we would 
look at restricting travel more,” said 
Gibbons. 

Gibbons explained 
that phase five of the 
pandemic plan means 
restricting sick chil¬ 
dren and teachers 
from coming to 
school, restricting 
travel outside the 
school’s community 
and full use of the iso¬ 
lation rooms. Phase 
six incorporates the 
same methods, but the division would 
expect to see more children and adults 
sick and their illness would he more 
severe. 

The school division prepared many of 


its pandemic procedures during the 
avian flu outbreak several years ago, 
indicated Dagg. 

“At this point we don’t see ourselves 
moving into phase five,” said Gibbons. 
“For the most part, it’s business as usual. 
This is just a reminder to maintain all of 
the precautions.” 

To that end, area school officials are 
reminding students to maintain good 
respiratory etiquette to help prevent the 
spread of germs by washing their hands 
regularly and coughing or sneezing into 
their shirtsleeves instead of their hands. 

“We’re really stressing preventative 
measures right now," said Dagg.

A partnership with the 
provincial government is 
good news for local 
Habitat for Humanity 
projects, potentially even 
one for Didsbury.

Sundre 
horse killings 
disgusting

Disgusting. That’s the only 
way I can describe the news 
that three more wild horses in 
the Sundre area have been 
shot - a young stallion, a year¬ 
ling and a mare that had par¬ 
tially delivered a foal. 

In my opinion, the horse is one of the world’s 
most gracious and elegant creatures. They are 
powerful, beautiful and majestic. There’s a 
saying I’ve heard a hundred times: “The out¬ 
side of the horse is good for the inside of a 
man.” And there’s never been a truer saying. 

So for someone to line up one of these crea¬ 
tures into his or her crosshairs and pull the 
trigger is something I cannot comprehend. 
And if that person, by chance, is reading this 
column, there’s one thing I’d like to know: 
What is wrong with you? Looking at those pic¬ 
tures made me want to cry so there must be 
something, anything, inside that person that is 
truly misguided. 

I have heard that wild horses can cause issue 
for farmers - they get into their fields, chew 
up or trample down their crops. But if that’s 
your problem, get a dog or build a fence. Or 
call animal control to round them up and 
move them to a more remote location. 
Shooting them should never, ever be an 
option. There are so few wild horses left in the 
world, we should be thankful that any at all 
exist in Canada - not consider them a nui¬ 
sance and shoot them. 

I have known a lot of horses in my lifetime, 
some that were kind of crazy and others that I 
could never forget. But even with all of my 
horse experience, when I saw a small herd of 
wild horses at McLean Creek near Calgary last 
summer, it took my breath away. 

The history of the horse dates back hun¬ 
dreds of years. And throughout much of that 
time, the horse has been an even-tempered 
and dependable servant for mankind. They 
have carried Native Americans across the 
plains, soldiers into war and helped the RCMP 
in their duties. And they continue to carry 
countless children on their first ride right up 
to today. 

The horse is an amazing athlete and can be 
seen in arenas around the world coming to a 
sliding stop in the reining class, leaping three- 
foot fences in the jumping class or zipping 
around barrels at rodeos. They are even part 
of the Olympic games. A horse is the first 
source of responsibility for many children and 
in return for their oats and clean straw, they 
offer unconditional love. 

So for someone to take this amazing crea¬ 
ture and simply put a bullet through its head is 
heinous indeed. It’s downright disgusting. And 
he or she should be most ashamed.

Flu outbreak sparks serious 
political accusations

For the first tune in living memory 
the danger of a possible worldwide 
pandemic has surfaced with the 
ongoing spread of the deadly human 
swine flu. 

Having already spread from 
Mexico across the world, including 
to Alberta, the flu has the potential 
to cause widespread illness and 
death for millions of people. 

While health officials here have 
been quick to recommend that resi¬ 
dents take precautions, accusations 
have now surfaced that the 
Stelmach government’s health poli¬ 
cies have left the province danger¬ 
ously vulnerable to the illness. 

And if it turns out that government 
inaction in preparing Alberta for the 
pandemic leads to unnecessary ill¬ 
ness or even deaths, it will be long, 
long time before Albertans will for¬ 
give those responsible for leaving 
tin 1 province unprepared. 

Dr. David Swann, the leader of the 
opposition Liberals, says he has no 
doubt that the Tories have been dis¬ 


astrously slack when it comes to 
preparing the health system for a 
pandemic response. 

“The Stelmach administration has 
allowed our public health-care sys¬ 
tem to deteriorate, compromising 
our capacity to deal with a pandem¬ 
ic,” said Swann. “The Stelmach 
administration has disabled our 
health system’s ability to deal with 
extra demands like pandemics." 

The government must immediate¬ 
ly halt a recent physician hiring 
freeze and “take rapid steps to 
increase the capacity of the health 
system: more beds, more health¬ 
care professionals, more public 
health officials with skills to combat 
pandemics,” he said. 

Swann’s accusations that the gov¬ 
ernment’s policies have quite literal¬ 
ly put Albertans’ lives at risk are cer¬ 
tainly the most serious charges that 
could be levelled against any gov¬ 
ernment. 

If the accusations prove to be 
untrue, then Swann has made a seri¬ 
ous political error, creating panic 
among the general population at 


time when everyone has a vested 
interest in remaining calm and dili¬ 
gent in taking precautions. 

If, however, the accusations of 
government mismanagement on a 
colossal scale turn out to be true, 
the Stelmach Tories may very quick¬ 
ly find themselves the target of an 
extremely hostile population facing 
the most serious health crisis seen 
in many decades. 

For his part the province’s top 
doctor says Albertans should do 
their part in helping stop the spread 
of the disease by contacting the 
HealthLink hotline if they develop 
flu-like symptoms. 

“Those with flu-like symptoms can 
help prevent the spread of illness by 
washing their hands frequently and 
practising proper cough and sneeze 
etiquette," said Dr. Andre Corriveau. 

While health-care providers con¬ 
tinue their work in fighting this out¬ 
break, the first priority of every 
politician must be promoting public 
health - only after that is done 
should political battles over respon¬ 
sibility be fought.

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Jewelry store robber still at large

Olds RCMP is considering publicly releasing a photo 
of the suspect in the April 23 robbery of Stevens 
Jewellers in an attempt to find and arrest the Olds 
man. 

A warrant for Jason Rowland’s arrest was issued in 
the days following a brazen jewelry store heist in his 
hometown during which the store’s owner was tied up 
and sustained injuries trying to free his employees. 

Rowland, aged 2!), has been charged with three 
counts of unlawful confinement, one count of robbery 
with violence and one count of assault in relation to 
the robbery. 

Police were on scene within two minutes of receiv¬ 
ing a call for assistance at Stevens Jewellers shortly 
after 10 a.m. on April 23. The robbery was in progress, 
with the suspect reportedly escaping out the back door 
of the business into the alley with merchandise. 

Police estimated from the time they arrived on scene 
until the investigation moved elsewhere in the commu¬ 
nity to be about 10 minutes. 

Within 15 minutes, six officers from area detach¬ 
ments had arrived on scene. 

Staff Sgt. Morton said one of the problems police had 
in securing the area after they blocked off 50 Street 
was the situation didn’t last long enough for enough re¬ 
inforcements to arrive to completely close it off. 

Later on in the day, a HAWCS helicopter from the 
Calgary Police Service was called in to assist. As of 
yesterday, Rowland was still at large. 

Morton said the RCMP may publish photos of sus¬ 
pects if they believe it advances the investigation. 

As of yesterday, he said police hadn’t gotten to that 
stage in this investigation. He said the police were con¬ 
sidering releasing a photo sometime this week. 

“There’s a variety of different criteria that would 
apply, and they vary from incident to incident but . . . 
part of the problem is coming up with a photo that’s of 
value. We don’t want to give a photo that’s two or three 
years old and we know doesn’t provide us with a good 
option,” he said. 

Store owner Phil Stevens was back at work just a day 
after the perpetrator of a brazen robbery left him with 
a badly bruised face complete with five stitches and 
short thousands of dollars in merchandise. 

Stevens has been robbed 10 times before during his 
lengthy career, but never involving a face-to-face con-

frontation. 

It started with an unusual phone call April 22. 

“I got a call Wednesday from a man claiming to be 
Greg at the Calgary Herald wanting to do an inter¬ 
view,” said Stevens. 

The reporter said he was profiling businesses in 
Olds. He wanted to meet Stevens at his home. Stevens 
insisted they meet at the store. “Greg” phoned back 
and they agreed to meet Thursday morning at a differ¬ 
ent location. Stevens showed up, but there was no 
reporter. 

While Stevens was waiting for the alleged reporter, 
store employee Diane Uphill said the suspect came in 
the front door of the 50th Ave. store in disguise while 
she was in her office. 

The man, who wore aviator sunglasses and had a 
kerchief over his face and a long Australian coat and 
hat, was coughing and moaning. Uphill and the other 
employee of the store approached him and asked him 
if he needed help. 

"That’s when he stood up and came forward and 
basically told us what was happening," she said. She 
said he had somehting concealed in his pocket which 


the staff thought could be a bomb, based on how he 
was acting. 

The suspect then directed the two lone employees to 
go back into the office and “phone Mr. Stevens on his 
cell phone and tell him that Greg from the Calgary 
Herald would not be meeting him.” 

The suspect handed the employees an oversized duf¬ 
fel bag and directed them to take a note out of the bag 
that stated the store was closed for inventory and to 
hang it on the door. 

“As we were reading (tin* sign) a customer came in 
and he took a step back into the side office so the cus¬ 
tomer wouldn’t see him,” Diane said. 

The employees asked the customer to leave stating 
they were closed for inventory loud enough so the sus¬ 
pect could hear. Quietly, Uphill asked the customer if 
he could please phone the police. 

The customer left the store, they hung the sign and 
locked the door. 

The suspect directed the other employee to start 
emptying diamonds into the bag. Meanwhile, Diane 
went back into her office (without the suspect), got 
inventory that was on her desk, and dialed 9-1-1 from 
her cell phone on her desk. After she dialed 9-1-1 she 
said she immediately went to the front of the store and 
gave the suspect the inventory. 

Sensing something wasn’t right, Stevens raced back 
to the store, interupting the robbery. 

He was tied up, was able to break free, tied up again, 
and engaged in a scuffle with the suspect, allowing the 
two employees to flee store.

A week after three more 
feral horses were shot and 
killed west of Sundre, police 
say they are very interested 
in receiving any public lips 
that might help them find 
the person or persons who 
have apparently decided to 
turn the west county into a 
shooting gallery. 

“We’re have a few tips so 
far,” Sundre RCMP Sgt. 
Percy leipnitz said Monday. 
“And we are looking for 
more." 

Asked if he is worrit'd that 
|XH>ple travelling or working 
in the foothills west of 
Sundre may be in danger 
from the shooter or shoot¬ 
ers, Leipnitz said no. 

“Whoever did that was 
shooting at the horses," said 
Leipnitz. “1 don’t think they 
would Ih> shooting at some¬ 
one riding a quad or some¬ 
thing. I don’t think that 
would t>e a concern. Nobody 
is going to shoot when there 
an' witnesses around right?” 

The latest killings, includ¬ 
ing of a pregnant mare that 
aborted her foal after being 
shot, were discovered on a 
hillside close to the Red 
Deer Ranger Station on Coal 
Camp Road shortly after (i 
p.m. on April 28. 

Mori* than two dozen of 
the Sundre-area horses have 
been shot and left to rot 


since 2004. No arrests have 
IxH'it made in any of the 
cases. 

RCMP ciiul the RCMP’s K 
Division livestock investiga¬ 
tor are investigating the 
killings. 

Investigators have deter¬ 
mined that the horses killed 
last week were shot about 
500 yards from the Coal 
Camp Road and fell 50-100 
yards apart. 

“It apix'ars they were shot 
from tlte road,” said Sundre 
RCMP A/CpL Wes 
Bensmiller. “Information 
obtained from local witness¬ 
es leails as to tx*lieve the 
horses were killed in the late 
afternoon Tuesday (April 
28). 

“It's a very popular area 
for everyone, hunters, 
campers, horseback riders, 
things like that, so people 
need to be cautious and 
report anything suspicious 
to the RCMP right away." 

Doug Doshewnek, with 
Sunset Guiding and 
Outfitting, w;ls the first man 
to attend the scene after a 
passerby saw the horses 
lying on the hill and reported 
it at the nearby Mountain 
Aire 1/xige. 

It is a Criminal Code 
offence to shoot any w ild or 
feral horse in Altx'ila. 

“We’ve just got to find 
whoever is responsible," 
said Sundre Mayor Roy 
Cummings. “It’s hard to 


believe that nowadays this 
kind of thing can still hap¬ 
pen. it’s been going on far 
too long. I would lx* nice if 
someone would step for¬ 
ward with some kind of a 
lead to help find those 
responsible.” 

Asked if he Ix'lieves the 
many wild horse shootings 
wi'st of Sundre over the past 
five years an 1 related, Sgt. 
Leipnitz said investigators 
haven’t ruled out a connec¬ 
tion. 

“Whether they are or they 
aren’t we don’t know,” said 
Leipnitz. “We are relying on 
the information we get and 
hoix'fnlly we will get some 
information that will shed 
some light on it. It could be 
the same |X'rson or it might 
till tx' separate incidents. 

“You hear stories that 
some people like the horses, 
some people don’t like the 
horses. Who knows who 
would be doing this. It’s 
hard to say if they are relat¬ 
ed or not. They could all he 
separate as far as we know. 
We haven’t ruled anything 
out.” 

There are no plans for the 
police to offer a reward for 
information about the 
killings, he said.

Runners compete in Spokane

Several members of the 
Didsbury High School 
cross-country team joined 
over 50,000 runners, jog¬ 
gers ;md walkers for the 
33rd annual Lilac 
Bloomsday Run in 
Spokane, Wash, on May 3. 

The 12-kilometre event 
provides a valuable training 
opportunity, said cross¬ 
country team coach Mark 
Leggette, who has made the 
annual trip for roughly the 
past seven years. 

“It gives the kids an 
opportunity to see a large- 
scale run and to practise for 
one," he said, noting that 
the elite competition and 
the length of the run allows 
his runners to push the lim¬ 
its of their endurance. 

“Twelve kilometres is a 
lot more than most of them 
have ever run at one time," 
said Leggette. “For them to 


get to that point and see 
that they can do that, it just 
kind of gets them over that 
hump.” 

Since cross-country is 
typically a fall sport, the 
run also allows team mem¬ 
bers to get a head start on 
training. 

“This time of the year, 
some of them are thinking 
about running on the track, 
so this gets them started a 
little bit earlier,” said 
Leggette. 

“It also helps them think 
about it as a year-long sport 
rather than just something 
they do for six to eight 
weeks in the fall.” 

DHS also recently applied 
for a provincial grant to 
rubberize its track surface, 
which Leggette says would 
help the cross-country pro¬ 
gram by allowing runners 
to train almost year-round.

The Carstairs Memorial 
Arena played host to the 
best U-17 hockey players itt 
southern Alberta last week. 

Eighty eager hookey play¬ 
ers from across southern 
Alberta attended Hockey 
Alberta’s U-17 Provincial 
Camp.
